The American Legion is responsible 
for current efforts to obtain Mis- 
souri military service bonuses for 
members. of the wartime Student 


Army Training Corps, at an esti- 
mated. cost to Missouri taxpayers 
of $300,000 to $375,000, exclusive of 
administration costs, although they 
were specifically excluded from 
such benefits by the Missouri Legis- 
lature, it was learned today. 

Until the American Legion re- 
cently provided organized support, 
the & A. T. C. veterans for 17 years 
had accepted the right of the Legis- 
lature to declare them ineligible 
for the State bonus. But with the 
appearance of a possibility that the 
barrier might be removed, hun- 
dreds, who had never made applica- 
tion for a bonus, have joined others 
who were refused, in deluging the 
bonus department of the Adjutant- 
General’s office with inquiries, 


Legal Opinion. 

When Dewey Routh, Nevada at- 
torney, as Judge Advocate of the 
American Legion, questioned the 
Legislature’s authority as the re- 
sult of the rejection last June by 
Adjutant-General Lewis M. Means 
of a bonus application by a former 
S. A. T. C. member, an opinion 
was sought from Attorney-General 
Roy McKittrick. 

The opinion, prepared by -Assist- 
ant Attorney-General William Orr 
Sawyers, and approved by his su- 
perior, held that the constitutional 
amendments authorizing the issu- 
ance of bonds to pay bonuses were 
self-enforcing and that the Legisla- 
ture, by an u ‘ enabling 
act, exceeded its powers by qualify- 
ing the terms of the amendments 
in defining the word “soldier.” 

“Soldier” Defined, 
The constitutional améndments, 


approved by a vate at the people, 


1 


empowered the Legislature to pro- 
vide for the payment of a bonus to 
bona fide residents of Missouri who 
had “served honorably in the mili- 
tary and naval forces of the United 
States at any time between the 
sixth day of April, 1917, and the 
eleventh day of November, 1918.” 

In an enabling act, passed at the 
second extra session in 1921, the 
Legislature used the language of 
the constitutional amendment, but 
also, in defining the word “soldier,” 
provided that it “shall not be con- 
strued to mean or include persons 
who served as students in school or 
college training corps, who, in ad- 
dition to military training, received 
some general educational instruc- 
tion.” 

However, the Legislature in the 
section defining “soldier,” also in- 
cluded nurses, thus opening a gate 
to a group not provided for in the 
constitutional amendments, in the 
opinion of the Attorney-General. 
Therefore, if his opinion is correct, 
the net effect of the efforts of the 
Legislature was failure to exclude 
g. A. T. C. members, while illegally 
increasing bonus expenditures by 
including nurses. 

View of McKittrick’s Aid. 

Assistant Attorney-General “pete 
yers pointed out in support of his 
opinion that members of the S. A. 
T. C., although attending college, 
were members of a branch of the 
military service; that they took the 
same oath as those in other 
branches, received discharges, and 
were eligible for Federal bonuses 
and membership in the American 
Legion. 

The American Legion’s interest 
ih the subject had not been made 
public. Attorney-General McKit- 
trick said he had caused the opinion 
to be prepared at the request of 
Adjutant-General Means and that 
he knew of no organized movement 
to obtain bonuses for S. A. T.

WOMEN CHARGED 


WITH MURDER OF 
Uns FARMER 


Two at Fairfield to Be 
Viewed by Boy, 8, Who 
Was With Father When 
He Gave Ride to Pair. 


CHILD SAYS PARENT 
HIRED ONE AS COOK 


Prisoners Deny Being at 
Scene of Shooting — 
Man’s $100 Missing, 
They Have Little Money. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
FAIRFIELD, I., Aug. 25.—Two 
women hitch-hikers from Fast 
Tennessee are held in Wayne 
County jail here today, on war- 
rants charging them with the mur- 
der of Felix Shannon, 58-year-old 


farmer, who was shot to death 
Sunday night or early Monday in 
bed at his home near Mount Erie. 
His revolver, from which three 
shots had been fired, was found 
near his automobile, which had 
been abondoned in a ditch q mile 
and a half from the house. 

Shannon's 8-year-old son, Carlyle, 
-who lives with his mother at Som- 
erville, Ind., gave much of the in- 
formation which led to the arrest 
of the two women at Hopkinsville, 
Ky., Tuesday. The boy told how 
his father, taking him back to his 
mother Sunday after a visit at the 
farm, had picked up two women, 
one red-haired, and had arranged 
with them, in the boy’s hearing to 
take them to the farm, where Shan- 
non lived alone. 

Denial by Women. | 

Sheriff Ernest Burkett planned 
today to bring the boy to Fairfield, 
to view.the women. They have de- 
nied that they wére near the scene 
of the killing or that they were 
ever in [illinois before. They said 
they were Mrs. Gene Brooks, 22, of 
Blizabethtown, Tenn., and Mrs. 
Beulah Honeycutt, 25, of Johnson 
City, Tenn. The first-named of the 
women is red-haired. 

Items in the Sheriff’s investiga- 
tion of the case are lipstick marks, 
found on Shannon’s pillow and on 
cigarette stubs in Lis room; a pair 
of women’s white shoes, found near 
the abandoned car, and the dresses 
which the arrested women were 
carrying in a suitcase—they were 
wearing slacks when arrested, The 
dresses, the Sheriff said, are like 
those described by the boy as hav- 
ing been worn by the women who 
rode with his father and him. 

Unexplained is the disappearance 
of Shannon’s money—his brother, 
Perry Shannon, said he must have 
had more than $100, received from 
the recent sale of grass seed. Only 
a few cents were found in his 
room, and the arrested women had 
little money. 

Shannon’s body was found Mon- 
day, after he had failed to appear. 
at a neighbor’s house to help in 
the wheat threshing. Two bullets 
had passed through his head, and 
were in the bedding; another bul- 
let was in the floor. Apparently 
the killer had used Shannon’s re- 
volver and had driven away in his 
car, for the car was found where 
it had run off a culvert and had 
been abandoned. : 
Two Women Seen With Shannon. 

Tracks led from the abandoned 
car into a field, one made by a 
woman’s high shoes, the other by 
low shoes which might have been 
either a man’s or a woman’s. 

The Sheriff learned that two 
women had been seen early Mon- 
day, about 10 miles from the Shan- 
non house. A neighbor youth had 
geen Shannon taking two women 


C. home with him Sunday afternoon, 


and another neighbor said two 
women had been riding witn him 
when he called at the neighbor's 
place Sunday night; the women did 
not get out of the car and were not 
geen clearly. 

Carlyle Shannon repeated to a 
Post-Dispatch reported yesterday 
the story which he told Sheriff 
Burkett, leading to the arrest of 
the women in Kentucky. The boy

Gov. Earle’s Return 


Breakdown of Adminis- 
tration Is Feared.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 25.—Ar- 
rest of at least eight persons in 
the “baking to death” of four con- 
victs who led a hunger strike at the 
Philadelphia County prison was pre- 
dicted today by Coroner Charles A. 
Hersch. 


He said the investigation he is 
conducting with District Attorney 
John A. Boyle indicated that at 
least that many would be impli- 
cated in the. deaths of the men in 
steam-heated punishment cells. 

A guard who promised to “tell 
the whole story” was in conference 
for more than four hours with the 
Coroner and Assistant District At- 
torney. They did not disclose what 
information he gave them. 

Hersch said he would ask Gov. 
George H. Earle for State troopers 
to take over the. prison. 

With two guards already held as 
material witnesses in connection 
with the deaths, Hersch said ad- 
ditional arrests might result in a 
breakdown of the prison .adminis-

Mayor Wilson said he had “a 
statement by a witness that these 
two men (the guards) turned the 
steam on,” and added: “I did my 
duty under the law. So far as I am 
concerned, I shall do nothing more.“ 

Heat Test in Cells. 

Investigators ‘said today they 
would turn on the heat and enter 
the cells where the four men suf- 
focated, to learn whether the pun- 
ishment cell block was “a deliber- 
ately planned roaster.” 

Charles I, Engard, State secretary 
of welfare, disclosed that men from 
his office and two State policemen 
would make the test. He said they 
would subject themselves to the 
same conditions the prisoners faced. 

“They plan to close the windows 
and ventilators,” he said, “just as 
we understand they were closed 
Sunday night, and have the steam 
pressure in the radiators turned on 
to the same degree they were when 
the prisoners were in there.”

MISSOURI OLD-AGE PLAN 
SHUTS ONLY TWO ALMSHOUSES 


Survey Reports Nearly Half of In- 
mates in Remaining 94 Disa- 
bled Physically or Mentally. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 25.— 
Missouri’s old-age assistance pro- 
gram has resulted in the abandon- 
ment of only two rural almshouses 
in the State, a study released by 
the Social Security Commission dis- 
closed today, 

The study pointed out that a 
“principal intent” of the old-age 
assistance program, under which 
72,000 persons more han 70 years 
old in the State are receiving 
monthly grants, was designed to 
eliminate most of the 94 alms- 
houses, But it added: 

“In view of the data which in- 
dicates a large proportion of the 
(almshouse) inmates were éither 
insane, feeble-minded, crippled or 
otherwise incapacitated, it does 
not seem likely thai any great 
number would be able to find sat- 
isfactory care in outside institu- 
tions.” 

Of 1366 in the 94 almshouses, 631 
were classified in the report as 
physically or mentally disabled. 

The small almshouses are worst 
managed and provide “the poorest 
kind of care at the highest cost,” 
the study said.

PROPOSED MINIMUM WAGE 
SCALE FOR CEMENT INDUSTRY 


If Approved, Rates Will Be Incor- 
porated in Contracts for Gov- 
ernment Purchases. 

By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25. — The 
Board of Public Contracts recom- 
mended to the Secretary of Labor 
today a schedule of minimum wage 
rates for the Portland cement in- 
dustry, ranging from 40 cents an 
hour in nine Southern states to 65 
cents in Washington State. 

If approved by the secretary, the 
rates will be incorporated in con- 
tracts for the purchase of cement 
by the Government. The industry 
has 14 days to file objections. 

The hourly minimums recom- 
mended include: Illinois, 68% cents, 
and Missouri, 55 cents. 
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The tax administration item rep- 
resented 2.5 per cent 6f the total 
collections of $27,766,469. 

Old-age assistance grants ac- 
counted for $9,288,517—more than 
half—of the social security expendi- 
tures in the 18 months. 


Collections for Unemployment Com- 
pensation Rise.

The ‘second quarter of 1938 
brought increased contributions to 
the Unemployment Trust Fund, ac- 
cording to an announcement today 
by C. O. Hanes, chief of contrbiu- 
tions of the Missouri Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Commission, as 
collections for the second quarter 
passed all made to-date for the first 
quarter. 

Contributions for che second quar- 
ter paid to date by 10,357 employ- 
ing units of eight or more work- 
ers have amounted to $4,446,623 at 
the rate of 2.7 per cent on total 
wages of $164,815,346 reported for 
502,032 workers who are covered 
under the Missouri Unemployment 
Compensation Law. 

During the first quarter of 1938 
a total number of 11,043 employ- 
ing units, including about 7 per 
cent who are paying contributions 
monthly, paid $4,405,718 on payroll 
earnings of $163,241,917 made by 
511,899 workers. 

Earnings for the -.cond quarter 
under covered emp ent so far 
reported have averaged $328.29 per 
worker as compared to -average 
earnings of $318.89 for the first 
quarter. 

The trust fund on deposit in the 
United States Treasury contained 
$28,542,697.56 on Aug. 22. The com- 
mission’s clearing account held 
$334,985.22 which will be deposited 
in the trust fund. The entire trust 
fund, including earned interest, 
can be used only for the payment 
of benefits to eligible unemployed 
in Missouri. The first benefits are 
payable under the State Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Law after the 
fourth week in January, 1939.

“Taken seriously, Mr. Roose- 
velt’s remarks constitute an indict- 
ment of the election laws of a 
number of sovereign states. 

“If Republicans have or intend 
to participate in Democratic pri- 
maries—and there is no conclu- 
sive proof that they have or 80 
intend—it has been/and will be 
in accordance with the provisions 
of state laws. 

“Does Mr. Roosevelt now pro- 
pose to sponsor some kind of Fed- 
eral ‘force’ law to compel the 
states to revise their election 
laws to suit his views? 

Cites Minnesota Incident. 

“But Mr. Roosevelt could not 
have intended his remarks to be 
taken seriously, because Mr. 
Roosevelt has not hesitated to 
take advantage of voters cutting 
across party lines whenever he 
could. In 1936 he dic not engage 
in talk of political morality when 
hig campaign manager, Jim Far- 
ley, went into Minnesota and 
through a deal brought about the 
withdrawal of the candidates for 
Governor and Senator duly nomi- 
nated by the Democratic party in 
order that Mr. Roosevelt might 
have the advantage of Farmer-La- 


i bor party support.

“If any Republicans have voted 
in Democratic primaries it is be- 
cause they sincerely believe that 
the best interests of the country 
would be served by the defeat of 
candidates sponsored by the Pres- 
ident and not as part of any po- 
litical scheme or because they 
were requested to do so by na- 
tional headquarters. 

“It is our desire that Republic- 
ans keep out of Democratic pri- 
maries because we confidently be- 
lieve that Republican prospects 
are enhanced by the nomination 
of New Deal Democrats this 
year.”

UNION MEETS TWICE 
IN FEDERAL BUILDING 


Company Employes Agree 
to Testify if Labor Board 
Be Paid. 


The Nationa] Labor Relations 
Board hearing on a complaint of 
unfair labor practices against the 
Foster Brothers“ Manufacturing 
Co., interrupted yesterday by a 
“strike” of company witnesses, is 
expected to close this afternoon 
with the introduction of stipula- 
tions on the testimony of the re- 
maining company and N LR B 
witnesses. 

William J. Avrutis, counsel for 
the board, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that an agreement on one 
of the stipulations had been reached 
in a conference with company 
counsel last night, and that further 
conferences would be held before 
the hearing reconvened today. The 


stipulation agreed on, he said, 
concerned the testimony of H. T. 
Foster, general manager of the bed 
and bed spring firm. 

The witnesses’ strike, the first in- 
cident of its kind in Labor Board 
hearings, began at 2 p. m. yesterday 
after Francis M. Curlee, company 
attorney, had refused to make a 
statement committing tho firm on 

(its “statutory obligation” to pay 
the regular fee of $1.50 a day to 
20 employes subpenaed as wit- 
nesses. 

Impromptu “Union Meeting.” 

Immediately before the hearing 
opened, Ralph Shaw, national rep- 
resentative of the Steel Workers’ 
Organizing Committee of the CIO, 
conducted a “union meeting” in the 
third floor hall of the Federal 
Building and requested the Foster 
employes not to respond when 
their names were called. Shaw, 
arms akimbo, stood smiling in the 
courtroom door when Curlee called 
for the first witness. 

After calling two names, Curlee 
said he wished the record to show 
it was 2:02.p. m., two minutes after 
the stated time for the hearing to 
reconvene. He called the names of 
the remaining 18 men, and then de- 
manded “the record show that Mr. 
Shaw is standing in the door.” 

Declaring that service of the sub- 
penas probably was faulty as they 
had been served after the stated 
time for appearance at 10 a. m., 
Curlee demanded issuance of new 
subpenas. In subsequent argu- 
ments, the company attorney said 
he was going to stand on the judi- 
cial processes of the court and that 
he wanted those processes perfect 
to “the dotting of an T' and the 
crossing of a T.“ 

“I have canvassed the witnesses,” 
Avrutis said, “and if the respondent 
will give some assurance it will 
pay the witness fees, they will come 
in and testify.” 

“The respondent has been trifled 


with long enough,” Curlee respond- | 


ed. “The respondent declines to 
give the union or the Labor Board 
or the witnesses any assurance it 
will discharge its petty obligations. 
We think we have a right to de- 
pend on the processes of this court 
and not on the whim of a certain 
individual.” 

The company had contended early 
in the hearing, which began last 
Thursday, that it had been deprived 
of due process when the CIO 
union ordered company employes 
not to give statements to the 
firm’s attorneys, Application for a 
blanket subpena for the concern’s 
162 production employes was de- 
nied, although later the trial ex- 
aminer allowed subpenas for 120 
employes. 
Witnesses Seek N L BR B Assurance. 


Another “union meeting“ was 
held in the hall, and at 3:10 p. m. 
the witnesses marched in to the 
courtroom prepared to testify only 
if Trial Examiner Edward G. 
Smith “will assure us the fees will 
be paid.” However, at that mo- 
ment opposing counsel asked for a 
continuation of the recess to per- 
mit a conference on a stipulation. 

An hour later the subpenaed un- 
ion members were informed that a 
stipulation had been reached on the 
testimony of all company produc- 
tion workers. The stipulation was 
based on thé testimony of four men 
who appeared under subpena yes- 
terday morning. 

When the question of witness fees 
was discussed at the morning ses- 
sion, Curlee remarked, it seems in- 
credible that the respondent's em- 
ployes would question ita ability or 
willingness to pay statutory obliga- 

tions.” 
The company had desired to show, 
the testimony of produc- 
tion workers, that Paul Walker, 
former president of the C I © un. 
ion, caused a sitdown strike last 
April in the company’s plant, 3230 
North Broadway. The firm is con- 
tending that Walker was fired for 
“unlawful and malicious” seizure of 
property, and not for union — 
ties,, as. charged. in the complaint

H. L. said the Maroons could dis- 
pose of their players as they saw 
fit. It is not known whether they 
will be sold outright or kept as 
club property in case operations 
should be resumed in 1939-40. 

President Frank Calder said the 
Governors would ‘ave favored an 
outright sale of the Maroons but 
did not consider it to the league's 
best interests for the team to op- 
erate away from home under an op- 


me tion agreement. The option would 


have given the Reconstruction In- 
vestment Company of St. Louis the 
right to purchase the club within 
three years. 

Calder said there was no chance 
of the Maroons being transferred 


year. 


to St. Louis unless a more suitable 
offer were received. 

The league head said the gover- 
nors felt the offer did not show 
“much stability” on the part of St. 
Louis interests, who put up no cash. 
He pointed out the option offer was 
accompanied by no guarantee as to 
how long the company might be 
willing to operate the team in St. 
Louis. 

Application for the transfer was 
made by Thomas P. Gorman and F. 
B. Common, representing the Ma- 
roons, St. Louis interests were not 
represented. 

Unless there are immediate de- 
velopments in the St. Louis situa- 
tion, indications are the Maroons 
will make a second application to 
suspend operations for one year. 
The governors rejected a similar 
action at their last meeting, but are 
reported to favor it now. 

Efforts to move the Maroons’ 
franchise have been under way for 
months because of the poor finan- 
cial support for several years.

INCIDENTALLY, the Olympic 
situation from the American 
women’s team standpoint is al- 
most alarming, according to Miss 
Boeckman. 

“The women’s national cham- 
pionships, held early this month 
at Waterbury, Conn., showed how 
badly off we are for athletic ma- 
terial as compared to European 
countries,” she observed. “Lula 
Hynes, Negro girl runner from 
Tuskegee Institute, made the 
best time for the 100 meters, and 
it was only 12.4 seconds. In Ru- 
rope there are 20 girls from dif- 
erent countries with records bet- 
ter than 12.3. 

“Marie Cotrell won our 80-yard 
hurdle championship in 13 sec- 
onds; but in Europe there are 
19 girls able to clear the ob- 
stacles in from 11.6 to 12.4 sec- 
onds. 

“Our javelin champion could 
throw the spear only 126 feet % 
inch whereas there are a score 
of European girls who can do 
from 131 to 147 feet. It's the 
same way with the shotput. where 
Catherine Fellmeth of Chicago 
did 38 feet 5% inches as com- 
pared with a top of nearly 46 
feet made by Miss Mauermayer 
of Germany. There are at least 
four European girls able to beat 
the American’s put, easily. 

“The same thing is true of all 
nine events on the womeén's 
Olympic program for 1940. We 
must develop new material and 
improve what we have if our 
women’s team is to make any 
kind of a showing abroad. We 
need more girls from ‘the Mid- 
dle Western states and an effort 
will be made to develop some 
before 1940.”

industrial activity, were somewhat 
smaller gains in employment and 
payrolls. The board’s index of, fac- 
tory employment rose from 75.9 in 
June to 76.4 in July and the index 
of factory payrolls climbed from 67.2 
to 67.5.

United States Chamber of Com- 
merce recommended changes in the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act today 
to correct what it termed “influ- 
ences werking strongly against eco- 
nomic recovery“ 

George H. Davis of Kansas City, 
president of the chamber, criticised 


both the act and its administration. 
He said the Chamber wanted amend- 
ments. to: 

Prohibit coercion of employes 
by union groups and others, as 
well as by employers, 

Define unfair labor practices so 
that unions would be held re- 
sponsible, 

Permit employers to request 
tion by the Labor Board. Re- 


Davis charged that the board's 
proceedings “have not been fair and 
impartial and there has been ample 
demonstration of the fact the 
legislation has not fulfilled its stat- 


disputes.” 
He said the act does not pro- 


vide “adequate protection against 


the right of individuals.” 

“The majority rule actually op- 
erates to prevent large numbers of 
employes from being represented by 
labor organizations of their own 
selection,” he said. 

Basis for Labor Law. 

Davis said that if the Labor 
Act “is to operate, it is essential 
that its provisions adhere to the 
following principles: 

“To the extent that it is feasible 
for the Federal Government to pro- 
tect employes against interference 
in the exercise of the right of self- 
organization, such protection should 
extend to practices engaged in not 
only by employers, but by employes 
and others. 

“Legislative restrictions affecting, 
employer-employe relations should 
be so clearly and definitely. set 
forth as to enable all parties to un- 
derstand their rights and obliga- 
tions. 

“These restrictions should apply 
only to practices that are properly 
subject to Federal regulation. 

“All provisions of the act should 
be so formulated as to assure im- 
partiality of administration between 
employers and employes and as be- 
tween particular kinds of labor or- 
ganizations,”

Under old Austrian law marriages 
in which one partner was a Catholic 
were indissoluble under Austria’s 
concordat with the Vatican.

BERLIN, Aug. 25.—Nazi Ger- 
many followed up a guaranty of 
the integrity of Hungarian fron- 
tiers today with its greatest post- 
war military display before Ad- 
miral Nicholas Horthy, regent of 
Hungary. 

Long before dawn 16,000 troops of 
the Third Army Corps—2000 more 


to Mussolini of Italy on his visit 
in September, 1937—began concen- 
trating in Berlin for the goose-step 
parade in honor of Horthy and the 
Hungarian officials accompaying 
him. 


With traditional Prussian preci- 
sion the infantry, cavalry, air force 
and motorized units marched. For 
the first time the officers gave the 
Nazi salute with outctretched hand, 
instead of the military salute, as 
they passed the two chief execu- 
tives. This was by recent order

Newspapers said the display was 
intended to give “our Hunge-‘an 
friends an indelible impression of 
our army and our air force, thus, 
after the days at Kiel, on the sea,

The route from the Brandenburg 
Gate in the heart of Berlin and 
along the wide, Charlottenburger 
Chaussee was closed to all traffic 
at 6 a. m. today. The reviewing 
stand was crowded with Govern- 
ment officials and representatives 
of foreign governments. 

Papal Nuncio in Stands. 

Mer. Cesare Orsenigo, papal nun- 
cio in Germany, who had never 
been known to attend military dis- 
plays like today’s, sat in the diplo- 
mats’ stand, apparently as a com- 
pliment to predominantly Catholic 
Hungary. United States Ambassa-

At a state dinner last night Chan- 
cellor Hitler and Horthy discussed 
the friendship of Germany, Hungary 
and Italy and the common ideals 
for which Hungary and Germany 
fought in the World War. 

Chancellor Hitler said he was 
convinced that German-Hungarian 
co-operation” not only serves the 
interests of our countries alone but 
also, in close collaboration with our 
befriended Italy, is a pledge of a 
dignified and just general peace.”

The Roosevelt-Farley talk, sched- 
uled for today or tomorrow, is re- 
garded as one of the most polit- 
ically-important of the President’s 
stay here. 

Roosevelt presumably wants to 
talk with his political generalis- 
simo about campaign developments 
in several states. Farley's advice is 

xpected to determine in part wheth- 
er the President will make a per- 
sonal bid in Maryland for the de- 
feat of Senator Millard Tydings, an 
aggressive opponent of the admin- 
istration. 

Also among probable topics of 
conversation between the two dre 
the political situations in New 
York, Idaho, Georgia, South Caro- 
lina and Connecticut. 

Farley Not Active So Far. 

Thus far, Farley has had no part 
in the President’s drive against 
anti-administration Democrats seek- 
ing renomination. While the Pres- 
ident was traveling westward on 
his recent campaigning trip, Farley 
was making general political talks 
on a trip through the Northwest to 
Alaska. 

There has been general specula- 
tion ‘egarding Farley's attitude 
toward Roosevelt’s proposed “purge” 
of anti-administration Democrats. 
The projected conference between 
the chief executive and his Post- 
master-General is expected to clar- 
ify Farley’s stand. 

Roosevelt presumably wants in- 
formation from Farley as to what 
the administration may accomplish 
in states now politically question- 
able. 

The President has had several in- 
vitations to speak in Maryland in 
behalf of Representative David 
Lewis, administration. candidate for 
the senatorial nomination. 

In Idaho, the President’s prob- 
lem is whether to throw adminis- 
tration support behind Senator 
James P. Pope if the latter, defeat- 
ed in the Democratic primary, 
should run for re-election as an in- 
dependent. 

Problem in New York. 

The New York situation involves 
the question of whether Roosevelt 
should support Gov. Herbert Leh- 
man for the Senate. Lehman op- 
posed the President’s Supreme Court 
re-organization plan, but has sup- 
ported most New Deal programs. 

Also, the President apparently 
wants to talk with Farley about 
the renomination race of Represen- 
tative John O’Connor (Dem.), New 
York, whom Roosevelt has called 
“one of the most effective obstruc- 
tionists in the Lower House.” 

During his recent trip northward 
from Pensacola, Fia., Roosevelt 
told a South Carolina audience he 
would return to that state. 

Farley presumably is to be con- 
sulted on the relative strength of 
Gov. Olin D. Johnston, an adminis- 
tration supporter, and Senator E. D. 
Smith, a New Deal opponent, in the 
South Carolina senatorial primary. 
Johnston introduced the President 
when the latter made a brief talk 
at Greenville, 8. C. 

The President and Farley are ex- 
pected to discuss the general situa- 
tidn in Georgia and Connecticut, 
where primaries still are to be held. 

Roosevelt already has expressed 
his wishes in the Georgia primary, 
voicing support for Lawrence Camp, 
United States District Attorney in 
Atlanta. .

In teams, a mahout with 
his hooked goad on the head of 
one, they drew their wagons across 
the weed-fringed lot and soon had 
worn a dusty roadway. Female 
elephants are used, it was explained 
by “Bull Boss” Walter McLean, 
their superintendent, because of 
their dependable docility.

June and July ‘have their vege- 
table specialtiés, but both months 
together cannot compete with the 
wide variety and. large quantities 
offered in late August. In color 


alone, vegetables range from the 


deep crimson of the beet, through 
the golden yellow of sweet corn 
and the delicate green of the cu- 
cumber, to the snowy whiteness of 
cauliflower heads. The large pur- 
ple eggplant or huge, green head 
of cabbage is foun’ next to a bas- 
ket of Lilliputian black-eyed peas; 
and straight, crisp celery stalks bor- 
der on smooth, round, red toma- 
toes. Perfect building blocks for 
a summer vegetable plate. Taking 
it all and all it’s more a question 
of where to stop than where to 
begin. 


At other seasons, construction of 
a perfect vegetable plate may be a 
matter of training and expert skill. 
In late August thoughtful planning 
and care in preparation are suffi- 
cient. 


Pianning the Plate. 

Take the vegetable plate, as you 
like it, not for the sake of the 
veggtables, but of the man. And 
for that reason we'll welcome a 
strip or two of crisp bacon, a bit 
of frizzled dried beef, a few table- 
spoons of zestful sea food, or a 
ham-hock or fat back for seasoning. 
Vegetable plate isnt’ a diet, it’s a 
meal, 

You wili want to choose vege- 
tables at the height of their season, 
for then they are cheapest and 
bert. You will want to make use 
of what your garden has to offer. 

Plate No. 1. Starts with corn-on- 
the-cob, “chewy,” juicy, sweet. Next 
a baked, stuffed tomato, red, tart, 
easy to eat. Stuff with what you 
will, well-seasoned hamburger, or 
diced pieces of yesterday's roast. 
Macaroni and cheese is another fa- 
vored possibility. Use plenty of 
very dry Dread crumibs so the to- 
mato juices won't dose out all over 
the plate. Next come shredded 
green snap beans, topped with 
slices of hard-cooke” egg. Spinach 
doesn’t have a monopoly on egg 
slices. The flavor of the beans 
may be enlivened by cooking with 
a little finely minced onion. Or 
perhaps you will prefer buttered 
onions as a fourth vegetable. 

Sweet corn, always at its best 
when fresh from the garden, should 
be simmered but a short time, sel- 
dom longer than 10 or 15 minutes, 
for the greatest tenderness. Shred 
the beans before cooking. A me- 
chanical shredder is handy, but the 
sharp point of a paring knife also 
will make fine cuts. Don't use soda 
in the cooking water, as it’s de- 
structive to the vitamin content of 


the beans and makes surfaces soft 


and mushy. It’s best to depend 
upon short cooking time in an open 


Ham Hock Si 


Plate No. 2. ‘This time let’s start 
with shelled beans or black-eyed 
peas cooked with ham hock or fat 
back. Alongside of the peas. or 
beans add a serving of fried okra, 


fat, but without water, and comes 
out in delicately browned, round, 
green slices, with little of the 


loped green cabbage or kale and 
two or thrée slices of deep-red 
beets. 1 

Plate No. 3. Begins with stuffed 
green pepper. Again let the stuff- 
ing please the cook’s fancy. She'll 
probably consult the refrigerator 
for leftovers before she decides. If 
she finds as much as a piece of 
salt pork, the solution is simple. 
The salt pork, diced and crisped by 
frying, is stirred into well-seasoned 
bread crumbs, moistened with to- 
mato or some left-over gravy. Top 
with golden brown buttered crumbs 
or grated cheese to be melted in 
the oven. Next to the pepper come 
two large, round slices of crispy, 
brown fried eggplant, and then a 
generous helping of succotash. It’s 
best made of green beans 
with whole kernels of freshly 
cooked sweet corn, but there are 
many other interestite possibilities. 
Buttered sliced, quartered or small 
whole carrots are the fourth vege 
table on this plate. If you like, add 
zest by seasoning the carrots with 
a very few chopped mint leaves.

Pit the plums and cut them 
into quarters. Cover the dough with 
the plums and sprinkle with the 
wugar, lemon juice, and the cinna- 
mon, adding a little more sugar if 
the plums are tart. Roll this like 
a jelly roll and place in a buttered 
baking pan. Bake in a moderate 
oven (380 degrees) for about 30 


the plum juice reserved from the 
fruit, while baking. Serve with 
whipped cream or a fruit sauce. 


Onion Soup. 
Three onions, four tablespoons 
butter, three pints beef stock, three 
tablespoons grated cheese, pepper 


two tablespoons chopped parsley, 
one-fourth loaf French bread. Slice 
onions and fry slowly in butter un- 
til slightly brown. Add beef stock, 
boil 10 minutes, skim, season and 
add parsley and garlic, Cut bread 
into one-half-inch slices, dry in the 
ovén a few minutes, pour soup into 
casserole, put bread on top, sprin- 
kle with grated cheese and set in a 
very hot oven (450-500 degrees) just 


long enough to brown the cheese.

HE child who delays dressing 
T is a hardship to his mother, call- 

ing to him, running to see if he 
has reached the second stocking 
yet, pulling on his left shoe, threat- 
ening, driving, shoving him along, 
she gets him into the bus and sinks 
into the nearest chair, well nigh ex- 
hausted. Next morning the same 
performance is repeated. You can-

Maybe pacing him will help. 
When he is wide awake, turn on 
a march record. Start him dress- 
ing to its rhythm. Say nothing, 
but keep catching him up when- 
ever he slows down. It is possible 
‘that the rhythm will catch him and 
carry him along a bit. 

Set the alarm clock to ring at 
a set time. Show him where the 
hands will be when he hears it ring 
and knows his time is up. Have 
him watch the minute hand go 
around. Set his clock, start him, 
and hope that the rhythm of the 
clock and the call of its bell will 
drive him along. 

Start him the night before. Have 
him lay out his clothes in the or- 
der in which he will put them on 
in the morning. That is a great 
help. If his clothes are in a dis- 
ordered heap, if he has to hunt for 
his underwear, untangle the legs, 
chase after his stockings, hunt his 
shoes, he will be lost and nothing 
will save him except the direct in- 
terference of the grown up person.

Can he be packed? Is there some- 
body close to his own age, one who 
will cheerfully time him by leading 
in the race?

Music, drum- 
ming, dancing, singing, listening 
to rhythmical music and express- 
ing it in some rhythmical way will 
always help such children,

A low diamond was discard- 
ed from dummy on West's third 
club lead, but apparently West took 
no significance from that fact. A 
diamond lead at this point would 
have put an early end to the pro- 
ceedings, since it immediately would 
have established East’s diamond 
king. This, with the spade ace, 
would total five tricks. But for 
unknown reasons West chose to 
make a heart shift, this despite the 
fact that dummy still had its five 
hearts but had been reduced to four 
diamonds. (Surely declarer would 
not have discarded a diamond from 
dummy if he himself had had the 
king.) Dummy won the heart lead 
in his own hand, cashed his other 
high honor and the club queen, then 
overtook the heart ten with dum- 
my's ace. The fourth and fifth 
hearts then were cashed. East had 
let go one low spade on his part- 
ner’s third club lead and another 
on declarer’s club queen. On the 
fourth heart he reduced to the K-J 
of diamonds blank, and on the fifth 
let go the spade ten.
